SILVER ANNIVERSARY 


Ho" MANY of us who walk the halls of West Side know its history? Very few! 

How many of us know that the history of the site of our school goes all 
the way back to 1666? Very few! The land on which West Side stands first 
belonged to Old First Church as a part of a land grant in 1666. It remained 
farmland until James Keen made it his home in 1834. In 1884 it was purchased 
by the Board of Freeholders for $23,750 for the purpose of building the Essex 
County Hospital for the insane. Forty-one years later, 1925, the Board of Edu- 
cation bought the property as the site for the new high school. The property 
was sold for $238,750. 


The bids for the construction of the building itself were opened on April 
30, 1925. The original plans were prepared by James O. Betelle. The building 
was to cost $850,000 and accommodate 1500 pupils. It was to have laboratories, 


three gymnasiums, art rooms, a medical room, and administration offices. 


West Side opened its doors on September 8, 1926. The building was not 
yet fully equipped. Debris was still evident, and workmen could be seen and 
heard throughout the building. Classes started on September 14, 1926, with Mr. 
Alan Johnson as principal. There were 520 boys and 273 girls enrolled. The 
school was to be completely academic. The boundaries at that time were stated 
as: Avon Avenue, Bergen Street, West Market Street, and the city line. There 
were forty-three members of the faculty the first term. 


As the years progressed West Side underwent a few changes. In February, 
1929, the wings of the school were added. These wings consisted of fifteen 
classrooms and physical training rooms. Two years later the building was found 
to be inadequate for the number of students in the Vailsburg section. Finally 
in September, 1931, a double session was inaugurated. At that time only fresh- 
men attended in the afternoon. With the addition of the new wing and the 
starting of the double session, and in 1938 the addition of the commercial 
courses, West Side’s population changed until there were four girls to every boy. 

Our school has had three prineipals— Alan Johnson, Reyburn Higgins and 
Francis B. Snavely with Edgar K. Dawson as acting principal after the de- 
parture of Reyburn Higgins. 

This school has served as а cradle for promotion, a stepping stone to its 
faculty. Mr. Alan Johnson went on to become Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools in Newark. Mr. Joseph Liddy climbed the ladder to become Director 
of Physical Education in the city. These are just two of the many faculty 
members who have left West side to win for themselves further recognition in 
their particular fields. 


With this knowledge in hand, we, the Class of June, 1951, would like to 


express our congratulations to you, West Side, on your Silver Anniversary.
